CRIME AND 
FALSE DELICACY. 


There is an old saying to the 
effect that crime unpunished 
breeds contempt for the law. In 
these days of ultra-squeamishness 
there is often a strong temptation 
for the individual or corporation 
who has heen swindled to “ keep it 
quiet.” He may do this because 
he is so thin-skinned as to be 
afraid of the public having the 
laugh on him, Or he may be loath 
to prosecute because the swindier 
was well connected, or a ‘decent 
fellow, you know.” Or he may 
ease his conscience with the old 
salve about “throwing good money 
after bad.” Or the victimized cor- 
poration may hush up its shame 
tor fear of losing business, or ap- 
pearing ina position of weakness 
betore the public. Meanwhile the 
criminal may either quietly depart 
for other fields or go about his 
ordinary business as though noth- 
ing had happened, encouraged by 
his first success to enter upon a 
career of unchecked crime that 
willend noone knows where. Is 
this honest? Is it honorable? Is 
it calculated to encourage honesty 
in young men, clerks, treasurers 
aud others in positions of trust? 
Is the law to be made a conven- 
ience of to shield the thin skins of 
corporations ashamed to confess 
a weakness? It may be as well 
not to lose sight of the fact that 
even in this degenerate age there 
is such athing as public opinion, 
and there are such things as public 
newspapers prepared to give ex- 
pression toit. It may be unneces- 
sary to say more, but THE HERALD 
is quite ready in subsequent issues 
to deal further with recent events, 
should the occasion for plainer 
epeech arise. 


WHEAT 


Every farmer in the country 
desires to get the top price for 
waatever grain he vaises, and 
there is always more or less rival- 
ry as to who will get the highest 
money. During the last few years 
the grain has been considerably 
frosted and there was not a great 
deal of pick or choice, but the 
good samples free from frost and 
objectionable features brought 
high figures, This year things are 
different. There is enough good 
wheat in the country to keep the 
local miller grinding all the time, 
and to keep up the high grade of 
flour which they have been turn- 
ing out of late they must use only 
the best of wheat, as closely grad- 
ed as that of Manitoba, for which 
they are willing and prepared to 
pay a good price, likely starting 
the market at from 75 to 80 cents 
per bushel. Now a number of far- 
mers, profiting from the experi- 
ence of the last two or three years, 
cut their grain early and on the 
green side, in preference to run- 
ning the risk of letting the frost 
catch them. A great deal of grain 
was cut this year before any frost 
appeared, and a number were 
caught by the frost before they 
had finisked cutting. This class 
will do wellto stack the grain cut 
before and after the advent of the 
frost in different stacks, and to 
keep the grain quite separate after 
threshing, as while No, 1 grain will 
bring high prices, that showing 
the signs of frost will only bring 
very low prices as it will only be 
useful for feed purposes, and if 
even alittle frosted grain is mixed 
among a lot of good, it will destroy 
the quality of the larger quantity 
and thus lessen the value.

SILVER. 

The vecent fall in the price of 

silver has been followed by a re- 
covery of several cents per ounce, 
caused possibly by the reported 
intention of the Bank of England 
to carry a fifth of its reserve in 
silver bullion, At the semi-annual 
meeting of the Bank on Thursday, 
the Governor, Mr. Geo. Sandeman, 
said: “You are probably aware of 
the proposal laid before the Gov 
ernment in the summer by the 
United States and France, where- 
by this country might incresse its 
use of silver as a contribution to 
the international agreement which 
while not affecting our gold stan- 
dard, might enable the mints of 
France and America to resume 
free voinaee, Among the propos- 
als was one asking the bank to 
hold the amount of silver permis- 
sible under the act of 1884, as 
against its notes,” 

The governor read a letter dated 
July 20, addressed to the chancellor 
of the exchequer,Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, It was as follows: ‘Refer- 
ring to our conversation, we beg 
to say that the bank is ready to 
carry out what is laid down as 
permissable in the bank charter, 
viz., to hold one fifth of the bullion 
held against its note issue in silver 
provided always that the French 
mint is again open. to the free 
coinage of silver and that prices 
at which silver is procurable are 
satisfactory.” 

This confirmation of the intima- 
tion made by The Timeson the 
11th inst., will be weicome news to 
all interested in the Kootenay, 
where silver has so far constituted 
a very large proportion of the 
mineral output. Simultaneously 
with this announcement comes 
word from St. Petersburg that it 
has been decided to withdraw the 
one and tiree rouble notes, thus 
forcing the circulation of silver 
currency. As far es British Col- 
umbia mining is concerned there 
need be no fears. Not only is the 
output or gold and silver constant- 
ly increasing but remarkable dis- 
coveries of gold are being made 
that will more than offset any pos- 
sible slump in the white metal. 
Lead is also an item that must pot 
be overlooked. In the case of a 
galena mine carrying say 75 per 
cent lead, the lead will practically 
pay the expenses of the mine, 
leaving the silver and whatever 
gold and copper there may be, as 
profit. 


4A CONTRAST 


An Irish famine, equal to if not 
surpassing that of ‘47, seems im- 
pending over the Emerald Isle. 
The potato crop 1s a complete fail- 
ure, and the oats, which in Ilre- 
land come next in importance, are 
in such a condition as to be utter- 
ly worthless. Royal visits, miles 
of bunting, brass bands and 
“three times three” had no effect 
apparently on the potatoes; they 
are so unemotional. And so 1t 
happens that through the coming 
winter the Irish peasantry, none 
too rich asit is, God knows, will 
be face to tace with the horrors of 
famine. 

Meanwhile, in another corner of 
that Empire, the “integrity” of 
which we have all been talking 
so much about, a different scene 
presents itself, There we see 
thousands of fertile acres lying 
utterly uncared for, We see a 
country which only needs popu- 
lation to make it one of the richest 
in the world—a country where, at 
the present time, years of pioneer- 
ingare just bursting into the full 
bloom of arich prosperity. We! 
sneak, it need scarcely be said, of 
Western Canada, The contrast is 
thought - provoking. In Ireland 
misery, starvation, impending 
famine; in Western Canada un- 
limited scope, unprecedented pros- 
perity and prospects. If the “‘in- 
tegrity of the Empire” is to be 
anything more than a political 
catch word the future must see 
this awful lack of balance adjust- 
ed, The perfected organization, 
be it that of a machine or an Em- 
pire, is self-balancing. And itis 
towards that ideal that our states- 
men must now turn their at- 
tention, 

Donations such as fora while 
staunched the wound in India are 
mere temporary cures, It may 
not be within the range of practi- 
cal politics to suggest, as we have 
done, a permanent remedy for 
such contrasts in the closer organ- 
ization of the Empire. But it is 
at least, we believe, turning our 
eyes in the right direction, 
Ct

HORSES 


The fact that v few shipmenis of 
Alberta horses have been recently 
made to the English market 
suggests the question: Why is 
not this trade developed to a 
greater extent? As far as quantity 
is concerned the country is not 
lacking and of late years quality 
and breeding have received in- 
creasing attention. Several years 
ago the Imperial Government 
sent a committee to report on the 
resources of Canada with regard 
to supplying horses for the British 
Army. On returning from the 
ranges in the south Col. Ravenhill, 
one of the committee, was asked 
by THe HeRAcp for his opinion. 
His answer at the time, written at 
length for Turk HerRALD, was by 
no means complimentary. He 
said although the committee had 
seen over 2,000 horses they had 
been able to obtain very few that 
met their requirements, for the 
following reasons: 

1, Being too young. 

2. Being too small, and shoulders 
more for draught than riding. 

3. From unsoundness. 

It is gratifying to note that our 
horse ranchers have to a great 
extent improved the conditions 
since Col. Ravenhill’s criticisms :

owners of ranches should procure 
thoroughbred sires has been acted 
upon, and he would find today in 
Alberta any number of animals 
with the qualities he reported to 
be necessary if Alberta expected 
to secure a foothold on the 
European markets, namely, good 
shoulders well thrown back, and 
plenty of liberty in them; long 
rein and good bone below the 
knee; weil ribbed up and tail well 
set on, and with gocd back action, 
The worst objection that remains 
from the Old Country point of 
view is that suflicient attention is 
not paid to handling and 
breaking. The rough methods of 
the “broncho buster” will not do. 
The horse trade with England will 
never flourish until we break our 
horses by some gentler and more 
satisfactory sysiem. Disiiguring 
horses with numerous brands is 
another serious obstacle in tha 
way of the English and European 
trade. We have one of tho finest 
horse countries in the world, a 
splendid climate and rich grasses, 
and with good handling Alberta 
can and does produce horses 
which prove that we can, as 
Australia does, vastly improve 
even the English horse in sound- 
ness and size, England yearly 
imports 20,000 horses and prac- 
tically none of them go trom 
Canada, if we except the few head 
that are occasionally sent over in 
a sort of desultory and experi- 
mental way. This is something 
our ranchers can remedy. some 
of them are alreadyin a fair way 
towara reaping the undoubted 
benefits that will in the near 
future accrue. Col. Rayenhilli’s 
prediction that the proper class of 
Canadian horses would fetch a 
pound where they formerly 
fetched a dollar will be realized 
the sooner if breeders only seize 
their opportunities,

It was sad news on Saturday night 
when the word went round that 
Thomas Stone had breathed his last at 
the General Hospital.

Deceased, who was the fifth son of 
the late Mr. Thomas Stone, of Newton

C. Co.’s farm at Kincarth, and when 
Sir John left for the Old Country in 
the spring of Si, Mr, Stone was ap: 
pointed acting manager with head 
quarters a\: Calgary, and in 1892 was 
appointed general manager, which 
position he held till the company sold 
out their interests to the Canadian 
Land and Ranche Company in 1895, 
when he went into the cold storage 
and packing business. 

Since taking up his residence in Cal- 
gary he has been very active in all 
matters of general interest to the 
town and surrounding country and at 
various times held the position of 
president of the Board of Trade, and 
leading offices in the Conservative 
association and was strongly urged 
to contest the constituency at the last 
general election, He ws a very keen 
sportsman and a leader in all kinds 
of athletic games, It is not too much 
to say that Mr. Stone did more to ele- 
vate the tone of sport in the West 
than any other man, 

Last fall he was sent as a delegate 
to Winnipeg from the Board of Trade 
and city tu the Immigration Conven- 
tion and was taken with a* heavy cold 
from which he never tully recovered, 
although he has been out and aroun 
much of the tiine since. Within the

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FEEDING WESTERN CATTLE 


Chicago Live Stock Report: At this 
time when large numbers of the above 
ciass of stock are going into feed lots 
we think it advisable to urge purchas- 
erstodehorn, If done quietly and 
when the cattle are first put in the lot 
there will be little trouble attending 
it. It will of course put the caitle 
back back a little but this will not be 
material, and subsequent feeding; will 
more than make up for any such loss. 
Deborned the cattle will feed better 
and when shipped to marketwill travel 
quietly and arrive at the yards without 
bruises. Eastern shippers and export- 
ers tell us they will pay at least ten to 
15 cents more per hundred pounds for 
dehorned cattle all other conditions 
being similar, as the cattle show up in 
eo much better condition at their des- 
tination. Horned cattle hook one an- 
other and fight more or less, ana con- 
sequently injure the sale of the car- 
eass. When the difference in the seb 
ing price is considered feeders can see 
that it is to their advantage to dehorn
